The estimated cost of new build- 
ings for which permits were granted 
during August was $197,150, and 
for additions and alterations $23,800, 
a total of $220,950. 

This makes the estimated cost 
of new buildings for the first eight 
months of the year $1,270,350, al- 
most twice the amount of the cor- 
responding period in 1949 which 
was $685,800. 

During the spurt in building: 
which started last year permits 
were issued for 77 new homes, 
which was considered high for the 
12-month period. For the first eight 
months in 1950 permits have been 
issued for 101 new dwellings, a 
big increase over 1949. 

One of the permits issued last 
month was for the construction of a 
large outdoor skating rink which is 
now being built close to the Case 
Memorial cage at Phillips academy.

Under the new law the amount of 
earnings which a beneficiary may 
make in a month, and still accept 
his insurance payment for that 
month, is raised from $14.99 to 
$50. This applies to beneficiaries 
under age 75, and for earnings in a 
job covered by social security. .Af- 
ter attaining age 75, a beneficiary 
may have any amount of earnings 
and still accept his insurance 
checks, 

Approximately 9,700,000 more 
people may have old-age and sur- 
vivors insurance under the revised 
law, For most of the new groups, 
coverage will be mandatory after 
Jan. 1, 1951. However, employees 
of non-profit charitable, religious, 
and educational institutions will 
come under social security only if 
the employer chooses and if two- 
thirds of the employees express a 
wish to participate. Employees of 
state and local governments may 
have social security coverage on an 
monthly in insurance benefits to 
this area. 

Mr. Leighton said that under the 
old terms of the social security law 
the 5,414 beneficiaries in this area 
would have received about $109,638 
for the month of September. Under 
the new increases, however, total 
payments for September are esti- 
mated to be about $196,219, or an 
immediate increase of some $86,581 
optional basis but the state gov- 
ernment must take the initiative if 
it chooses to participate. An esti- 
mated 2,050,000 workers are in the 
two groups subject to optional par- 
ticipation in the program, 

Mr. Leighton estimated that the 
Lawrence area would have approxi- 
mately the following numbers of 
newly covered workers under social 
Security: 4200 self-employed non- 
farm workers, 200 farm workers, 
800 household workers in private 
homes. Employees of nonprofit in- 
stitutions in the area number about 
250, while there are about 50 em- 
ployees of the state and local gOV- 
emments in their counties who 
might be covered if the State chose. 


A very important aspect of the 
new legislation is the more liberal 
qualifying conditions. Mr. Leighton 
pointed out that any individual now 
age 65 or more who has at least 
Six “quarters of coverage’’ may be 
Immediately eligible for monthly 
benefit payments, It has been esti- 
mated that about 750,000 old people 
in the United States may qualify 
for insurance payments under this 
clause, Many aged persons may now 
Claim benefits even though they. 
have not been employed long 
enough to qualify under the former 
requirements,

STOCKHOLM—The Dutch peo- 
ple have made travel a simple 
affair. Transportation by boat 
along the canals is common. But 
most of them cycle. We don’t 
believe many people were home 
when we were traveling through 
the country. And being sensible 
people who regard life as some- 
thing to enjoy, they don’t punish 
themselves by merely pedalling 
along the roads. Most of them 
attach a pocket-size motor to the 
bike and skim through the country- 
side with the greatest of ease. 
They are not a slim people. 

As for a house, give us a Dutch 
one. The people love air and light 
and they believe in tremendous 
windows’ gaily decorated. And 
what windows. We traveled through 
dozens of villages and little 
towns and failed to find one 
window that wasn’t clean and 
sparkling. Few countries can have 
villages of such character and 
charm. Let there be fifty identical 
houses in a row. They are still 
individual homes gay with flowers 
and little bridges across the 
always-present canals and water- 
filled ditches. Their little country 
inns never failed to beckon us in. 
And that is what’an inn should do. 


Across Belgium Fast 

It doesn’t take frontier guards 
to make one realise that a ‘border 
has been crossed. The first town 
or village marks the difference. 
The change from Holland to Bel- 
gium was startling in contrast. 
From clean Dutch villages to drab 
and incredibly dreary north Bel- 
gian villages and small manufac- 
turing towns where light seems to 
Holland is an open 
country with friendly houses and 
cheerful farmers. But a Belgian 
farm village gives the feeling of 


| secretiveness and inbreeding. The 


houses aren’t homes, the streets 
are singularly unattractive. Scar- 
cely a tree, no flowers, and 
certainly no pride in the village 
or town. Houses sit smack on the 
sidewalk, without gardens, shut- 
tered and silent. The average 
north Belgian farm village smells 
of the cowbarn. Farm houses we 
saw were side by side, with each 
establishment a_ self-contained 
area where family, animals and 
the manure pile are living in 
close seclusion, 


And Into France 

The chief concern of the French 
authorities, represented by a lone 
official, seemed to be that we’d 
stop the car two or three feet from 
where he stood. A simple request 
for the car permit was our sole 
contact with officialdom. No pass- 
ports, no request to show our cur- 
rency, no bother about the cus- 
toms. We felt that we were in the 
land of individuals. Not much to 
attract us in northern France, so 
on to Paris. And to Americans 
with their dollars. Tourism is a 
big business with the French, a 
very conscious one, Paris is per 
haps an attitude with many people, 
They feel they should see it. And 
they should. It 
people and it certainly has an 
atmosphere that is peculiarly its 
own. It is no place to go to on the 
run. It must be lived 


appreciated. And Paris in the sun- 
mer is not Paris of the rest of the 
year.
